Through a Kitchen Window 


What a_ glorious day! Cool, 
clear, with a fresh brisk wind. 

The cheerfulness of sunshine 
and a mixed bird chorus called me 
outside “to take a look.” 

I cleared away the breakfast 
dishes, put on my coat and rub- 
bers and with Peterson in one 
hand, the field glasses in the other, 
closed the door on homely du- 
ties and stepped into a bright new 
day. 

Bridal-wreath was in full bloom, 
sparkling white. The sweet smell- 
ing lonicera with dainty pink 
blossoms and lavender lilacs were 
lovely in their prime. The blos- 
soming wild black cherry, choke 
cherry and aronias were white ar- 
rayed. 

And at the lawn's edge false 
Solomon’s seal was budding under 
the swamp pink. Columbines scat- 
tered their colorful jewels here 
and there. And the wind whipping 
the May-apple patch turned the 
umbrella leaves back to show up 
the lovely large waxy white flow- 
ers with yellow stamens nestled 
beneath. 

Bird voices were insistent so af- 
ter a quick look around at the 
plant life, I concentrated atten- 
tion to the white oak tree which 
seemed alive with small creatures 
seeking favorite tidbits and choice 
morsels among the foliage. The 
new oak leaves with lobed edges 
were lacy looking against a blue 
sky background as I trained the 
glasses up into the tree on a flick- 
er. 

The wind moved the leaves mak- 
ing it difficult to see at times. 
Then again the leaves were blown 
aside just enough for us to spot a 
new arrival busily active. It took 
a little patience at times to fol- 
low through to a clean cut identi- 
fication, but it was worth it. 
Watching a bird singing was 
most helpful and a double check. 

There seemed to be so much to 
account for, it was very exciting 
as any bird enthusiast will agree, 
especially during spring migration. 

A Baltimore oriole was happily 
proclaiming the day when a male 
scarlet tanager came on the scene 
—two. brilliant birds together. 
Then-a female, scaflet tanagér in 
her chartreuse coat made an en- 
trance—almost the same color as 
the pale, soft green leaves. 

Over there is a chestnut-sided 
warbler singing and a_ yellow- 
throat. Both checked in a few 
days ago but I was glad to know 
they were still around. There’s a 
Nashville warbler too with white 
eye-ring, bluish hood and yellow 
throat. A kingbird without a sound 
flew into the tip-top of the oak. 
He seemed immense beside the 
tiny warblers. 

There behind that limb, what 
was that? Now where did it go? I 
lost it. It had some yellow on it 
somewhere. 

Never mind, there’s a blackbur- 
nian warbler right out in the open 
where I can get a good look at it. 
He dipped his head and throat in 
a paint pot of flaming orange. A 
striking bird. And there’s another 
accommodating bird — a_ bay- 
breasted warbler. That one’s new 
to our acres; at least we’ve never 
recorded it before. I knew what it 
was, however, from having looked 
so often in Peterson trying to 
identify other warblers. It is far 
handsomer than its picture. 

A husky "zur zree” identfies the 
black-throated blue warbler, and 
there he is—clean-cut blue, black 
and white, with a white wing-spot. 
There must be several of the curi- 
ous song comes from both sides. 

Behind me a towhee suggests 
“drink your tea.” The brown 
thrasher pours out a_ continual 
stream of musical notes; a superb 
singer. And the oven-bird accent- 
ing the second syllable of teacher, 
teacher, teacher, calls loudly. A

catbird adds his vocal ability to a 
more delicate tone. These birds I 
hear peripherally while concen- 


trating on the newer arrivals in’ 


the oak, here just for the day. 


There's a myrtle, and a mag- 
nolia, too. So much alike, yet so 
different in coloring. Something 
just buzzed past me with a tiny 
twittering. Welcome humming- 
bird! Columbines have been wait- 
ing for you. 

While adjusting the glasses for 
a better look at the black and 
white warbler on the trunk, [ 
caught the chipmunk — sunning 
himself on a_ horizontal branch 
halfway up the tree. He really 
gets around. 

A busy little bird gave me quite 
a work-out the way he eluded me 
first behind this clump of leaves 
and then that one. But I won out, 
and came up with a parula war- 
bler, a dainty bird with unusual 
coloring of blue and yellow with 
a suffused greenish patch on the 
back. 


The red-eyed vireo asked a 
question and answered it immedi- 
ately, over and over again. The 
wood thrush’s flute was good to 
hear. But another thrush that I 
saw fleetingly could have been 
either an olive-backed or a gray- 
cheeked. I never did find out. 

It had been a profitable morn- 
ing bird-wise. And just as I 
turned to go back to the house, a 
black-billed cuckoo flew by and 
lighted in the cherry tree. Then I 
saw the Wilson's warbler—the 
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Greenfield
